Germination—Sterilized peats and leafmolds (if not strongly 
acid) are good mediums; so are various sterilized mixtures 
of soil with peat or other organic matter. Don’t cover the 
seed except for perhaps a sheet of paper to keep from drying 
out. The surface of the flat must be moist till the roots have 
dug down into the soil. Keep them at 60-65 degs. nights till 
germination takes place, then 48-50 degs. and dry, but not 
wilting.

EXPLANATION OF TERMS 


E  —forces for Christmas. 
EM —generally makes Christmas, good January forcer. 
M -—forces from Mid-February on. 


ML —forces from Mid-March on. 


By holding plants cool, Azaleas in any of above categories 
can be timed for later flowering than indicated. 
ie.—“E” Coral Bells can be from Christmas through 
Easter. 
“ML” K-7 can be flowered for Easter through 
Mother’s Day. 


VARIETAL SELECTIONS 


Specific orders will be accepted for a minimum of 5 plants 
of one variety and size. We suggest, however, for Pericats 
and Indicas, that varietal selection be left to us in order that 
you get best choice of stock. We have smaller stocks of un- 
listed varieties that are just coming into production. On 
unspecified orders it is generally possible to include some 
of these newer items. Substitutions on specified orders will 
be made only where necessary, and major substitutions will 
be made only with consent of buyer. 


CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


Before Arrival of Plants: 


A proper storage location should be selected and prepared 
so that plants can be placed witholit rehandling. Hardy 
varieties can be Kept in cold frames with mat and sash pro- 
tection, provided the winters are not excessively cold. Tender 
types should be placed in cold greenhouse or heated frame 

It is generally convenient to heal plants in peat moss. Peat 
should be new or sterilized to minimize disease problems, 


On Arrival: 


Plants should be placed in desired location so that tops are 
just touching. They should be thoroughly watered at this 
time. Plants with frozen root-balls should be placed in a 
cool, dark location until thawed. 


Temperature During Dormancy: 


Azaleas should be held as cool as possible during the day» 
and night temperature during Fall and Winter should be 
maintained slightly above freezing for best curing. Hardy 
plants stored in cold frames can tolerate freezing conditions, 
if frames are tight and covering is adequate. 


Light During Dormancy: 


Full light seems best for dormant plants, but they can also 
tolerate semi-shading during dormancy. During warm Springs 
it may be necessary to shade houses in order to keep plants 
in a dormant condition. 


Water and Fertilizer: 


Plants should be kept moist during storage, and frequent 
syringings are desirable. Amount of water needed depends 
on light and temperature. It is best to water plants in the 
morning so that they will be dry by night. Light feedings 
at 6 or 8 week intervals during storage seem helpful in main- 
taining foliage and color. 


Insecticides and Fungicides: 


Generally not necessary during storage. It is advisable to 
spray or fumigate plants at the start of forcing, ho wever

Potting: 

Plants may be potted at anytime during dormancy. Pot- 
ting should be completed before the start of forcing period. 
It is generally necessary to prune roots in order that plants 
will fit in proper pots. Azaleas look best in 3/4 or ““Cyclamen’”’ 
pots. A 4/6 will generally fit in a 4” pot, a 5/7 ina 5”, a 6/8 
in aon or 6. an 8/10\in a 6” or 7”, etc. 


Forcing: 

This is largely a matter of timing (see accompanying 
schedule). Careful watering is essential, and otherwise little 
other care is necessary. On some varieties, leafy growth wil 
begin around flower buds before plants bloom. This growth 
should be removed for best appearance of the plants. 


FORCING FOR MOTHER’S DAY BLOOM: 

During late April and May, sunlight is often too intense for 
Azaleas coming into bloom. 

It is advisable to use a light shading on greenhouses during 
this period. You wili generally find that stock will “drift” 
into bloom with very little heat. A night temperature of 50° 
is usually adequate.
